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Tire company 
to leave city

A changing economy has led 
another Romulus business to 
consider an alternate location. 

Michelin Tire Corp., which 
has been located at 12900 
Huron River Drive in recent 
years, revealed Monday night 
they are merging their Ro- 
mulus and Bedford facilities 
in Bedford. 

J.R. Grubaugh, vice presi- 
dent of distribution for Mic- 
helin, stated in a letter to City 
Clerk Linda Choate that “un- 
der our prior distribution 
strategy, the Romulus and 
Bedford facilities met our 
companies objective of small 
local distribution centers as 
optimum means of serving our 
customers. 

“However our business en- 
vironment has significantly 
changed since these facilities 
were created and we have 
found that local distribution 
centers can no longer service 
our customers needs,” Gru- 
bauch explained. 

Michelin has opted more re- 
cently to switch to large re- 
gional distribution centers 
and thus is merging its centers 
into one midwest site. 

Since the company owns the 
facility in Bedford and adjoin- 
ing property is available for 
expansion, that site was se- 
lected. Michelin only leases its 
Romulus property. 

Grubaugh said it will be of- 
fering its 10 Romulus em- 
ployees job transfers, if 
wanted. 

In return Michelin asked 
the City Council to grant it a 
resolution supporting tax 
abatement in Bedford. The re- 
quest was approved by a 6-1 
vote with only Councilman 
Ellis Pennington objecting. He 
vowed he was not going to rec- 
ommend tax abatement for an- 
other city. 

Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks asked Mayor Beverly 
McAnally if she knew in ad 
vance of Michelin’s plan to 
move. “No, not until I read it in 
my (council meeting) packet,” 
McAnally said. 

No date was listed for the 
pull out by Michelin.

Teens to study trade pact

A study team of Romulus 

k Senior High School students 
will soon begin a year long in- 
vestigation of the advantages 
and disadvantages of the con- 
troversial North American 
Free Trade Agreement. 

The study is being funded 
by a “Peace and Conflict” 
grant created by the Congres- 
sional Labor and Education 
Committee and will include 
possible trips for the students 
to Canada, Mexico and Russia. 

The trade pact that has 
gained the vehement opposi- 
tion of powerful American la- 
bor leaders and U.S. Senator 
Donald Riegle (D Michigan) 
will be examined by the stu 
dents and local history' teacher 
Dennis Stoh for both positive 
and negative impacts on Amer- 
ican lifestyles. 

The trade pact has been en 
dorse d by both former Presi 
dent George Bush and 
President Bill Clinton. 

The students will produce a 
video on their findings and dis 
play it in the national capital 


next spring. 

Ironically, the trade pact 
that was debated heatedly in 
the 1992 presidential cam 
paign, was put on hold last 
Wednesday by U.S. District 
Judge Charles R. Richey. 

The judge has ruled that 
federal law requires the Clin- 
ton administration must pre- 
pare a detailed study of the 
environmental impact, before 
Congress can approve it. The 
ruling could delay the imple- 
mentation of the pact for more 
than a year. 

Romulus High School Prin 
cipal Thomas Dolan admits he 
and Stoh have set “lofty goals” 
for the study group, which is 
one of only three from schools 
in the nation to receive such a 
$4,000 grant 

The other two high schools 
are in Burlington. N.C. and 
Portland, Ore.

Final vote nearing 
on Salvation Army

School educators recently re- 
turned from a five- day plan- 
ning session in Washington 
that included numerous panel 
discussions promoting various 
democracy issues around the 
world. 

Dolan said the school will 
have to provide matching 
funds (about $15,000) if they 
want to accomplish all their 
projected goals for the project. 

“Just $5,000 will be needed 
for the Russian trip alone,” 
Dolan said. Romulus High 
School received the invitation 
to Russia at the recent Con- 
gressional session, he said. Ap 
proximately four or five 
students and one or more 
adults will be joining that trip 
if it occurs. 

Following the year-long 
study by the students, Dolan 
said, a representative group 
will return to Washington for a 
symposium and will appear on 
C-Span cable television net- 
work on June 2, 1994 for a call 
in program during which time 
the students will answer ques 
tions called in from around the 
U.S. and Canada. 


The Romulus Salvation 
Army Adult Rehabilitation 
Center leaders will be seeking 
to change the vote of at least 
one of three members of the 
city council this month as they 
work to finalize efforts to move 
operations to an empty 36-acre 
tract at Middlebelt and Van 
Born Road. 

The exact date of the coun- 
cil vote on the issue is not yet 
on an official agenda although 
it could be as early as next 
Monday or as late as July 26. 

The vote by the Romulus 
City Council will actually be 
on a rezoning issue, switching 
the area from general business 
and light industrial to multiple 
family. 

Two weeks ago, city council 
members voted 4-3 in favor of 
the rezoning that was objected 
to by a small, but vocal group 
of protesters. While the pro- 
posal was being heard by the 
city Planning Commission ear- 
lier, one nearby resident, Mark 
Radford, submitted a petition 
bearing about 100 names ob- 
jecting to the rezoning. 

The Salvation Army men’s 
rehabilitation center and 
thrift store currently on God- 
dard Road is being forced to 
move. It was purchased earlier 
this year by Wayne County in 
preparation for Detroit Metro 
Airport expansion. 

Four members of the coun- 
cil supported the rezoning and 
relocation of the Salvation 
Army at the June 28 meeting, 
but the city charter requires 
that five council members sup- 
port a rezoning request on sec- 
ond vote. 

At least one of three council 
members votes need to be 
changed to guarantee the 
move. The trio includes Coun- 
cilman Randolph Gear, 
Russell Lambert and William 
Wadsworth. 

Already supporting the re- 
zoning are Mayor pro tern 
Mary Ann Banks, and Council- 
men Jimmie Raspberry, Noah 
“Pete” Bergeron and Ellis 
Pennington. 

Raspberry, who related he 
had just visited the rehabilita 
tion center, said he was 
“amazed” at what he saw. “The 
visit eliminated the fear I had 
for such an institution in our 
community,” Raspberry said, 
“and I feel we shouldn’t put 
the Salvation Army on trial

here.” 

Raspberry said, “I have 
found that the center is a well 
run organization that is strictly 
operated. I also was impressed 
that one of the top leaders 
(David Hudgens, assistant di- 
rector) brings his wife and 
children into the center almost 
every day. That image alone 
rids many of earlier fears of 
the institution.” 

Pennington also asked his 
fellow council members to 
support the Salvation Army ef- 
fort, claiming, “They are better 
than a hospital. How many of 
your friends have been helped 
by the Salvation Army? And 
who are we to say that the Sal- 
vation Army cannot supply 
these people with help?” 

Pennington vowed he would 
not be pressured to vote 
against the rezoning. 

Gear and Wadsworth claim 
they have no problems with 
the Salvation Army being lo- 
cated in Romulus, but say they 
oppose it being located near 
residential areas. 

Lambert said he opposed 
the rezoning, because he felt 
he “could never buy a house 
located near such a Salvation 
Army facility.” 

The rezoning needs to be 
approved before the Salvation 
Army will buy the almost 
empty parcel of land owned by 
American Freight System Inc. 
of Kansas. 

The out of state firm has 
been trying to sell the land for 
Five years and has had no se- 
rious takers, Larry Pendleton, 
company spokesperson, said. 

The property has become 
victimized by area motoreyci-

public safety complex is listed

According to TIFA statis- 
tics, the 30.000 square foot pub 
lie safety complex for 
combined police and fire de 
partment services would be 
created in 1994 95 with a con 
struction cost of $3 million. 
The complex would house 


staff-members, who would ser- 
vice the planned Metro Centre 
area, as well as areas west of 
Wayne Road in the city of Ro- 
mulus. 

The statistics list $9.4 mil- 
lion in road and utility im- 
provements tli at have already 
been bonded for 1993 94 and 
another $167,000 in street light- 
ing improvements. 

Projects currently bonded 
for 1993 94 include the $5.3 
million Smith Road West pro 
ject (from Merriman Road to 
McAnally Boulevard) includ 
ing pavement, storm drainage, 
sanitary sewers and water 
main installations.

Fresh back from a Boys 
State experience earlier this 
summer, Eric Lambert has 
now repacked his bags and is 
headed for Washington, D.C.

Will 
iam Ford (D-Ypsilanti), while 
attending the National Young 
Leaders Conference in the na- 
tion’s capital. 

Lambert, oldest son of 
Councilman Russell Lambert 
and municipal employee 
Maria Lambert, was the only 
Romulus Senior High School 
student honored with such an 
invitation this year. 

Earlier, he and two class- 
mates attended Boys State, 
where they learned a great 
deal about the local, state and 
national governmental struc- 
ture. 

Lambert, who has yet to de- 
cide what line of work he will 
pursue in the future, will be 
seeking out colleges soon for 
enrollment following his grad- 
uation in 1994. Although unde- 
cided about a college or major 
field of study, he feels it will be 
in the math or science areas 
“because those are the sub- 
jects I do best in.”

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If at first you 
don’t succeed... 

While elected state officials across the state have cited 
the failure of Proposal A to win voters' approval as evi- 
dence of the hostile political climate, we suspect there 
may be another message in that vote. 

We think state taxpayers are a bit wiser than many of 
their elected officials give them credit for. 

And while we did support this tax shift, we understand 
why many were not in favor of giving our state legislators 
another chance to promise one use for a tax and then use 
the funds in another way. Too many of these taxpayers 
have been duped by promises before and they have 
learned a painful and expensive lesson for their gull- 
ibility. They aren’t about to be misled again. 

And the defeat of Proposal A certainly doesn't mean 
that voters do not want tax reform and a change in the way 
schools are financed in our state. Find someone who 
agrees with the way schools must depend on local millages 
for the barest necessities to educate children in this area 
and you will have found a rare individual indeed. The fact 
is, nobody likes it, nobody supports it and nearly everyone 
criticizes the system. But it is the only one we have just 
now. 

We urge our state legislators to try again. There must be 
a way to provide the children of our state with an educa- 
tion with the incredible amount of money which is fun- 
neled through the state and local taxation systems. They 
just haven’t found out yet how to solve this problem. 

The voters have soundly denounced Proposal A-but we 
do not believe that rejection means that a sound, reason- 
able solution to the problem will also be rejected. We 
think it means that this proposal was unacceptable for a 
number of reasons to the majority of those who went to the 
polls. Now, something else must be done. 

We fully understand, too, that taxpayers in general are 
justifiably suspicious of their leaders and of any tax pro- 
posal which comes their way. The scars of Watergate, the 
Savings and Loan bail out and so very many others are 
deep and still, in many cases, sore. We are a disillusioned 
and jaded public, leery of our elected leaders and nervous 
about our economy. In that climate, the solution to any 
problem had best be a good one if it stands even a remote 
chance of approval. 

But we cannot allow that suspicion and fear to cripple 
our system. We must find a way to solve our problems, 
particularly school financing, within the parameters of 
our state government. We cannot and will not ever be 
convinced that we do not have the intelligence and finan- 
<yal experience and expertise to do it. 

Some of the smartest people we know are in Lansing. 
We hope they will make one more effort to find a better, 
more equitable solution to the problem that is crippling 
our schools. 

We need a plan, and we need it now. 

A call to action 

Soon, residents in this area will have a chance to make 
some crucial changes in their communities. 

They’ve had these opportunities before, but many have 
not taken advantage of the situation. But, in September in 
Westland and then in November in a number of other 
communities, the opportunity for change will present it- 
self in the voting booth. 

We urge any local resident who is not registered to vote 
in these elections to go to their local Secretary of State 
office or municipal office and register to vote. 

When the opportunity to make changes, or to show a 
vote of confidence in those who are seeking office as in- 
cumbents is available, we hope that every citizen will take 
advantage of the privilege. 

If you haven’t registered do so. If you didn’t vote in the 
last election-you’ll have another chance to be a part of the 
system of government which regulates your local taxes, 
sets policy in your schools and decides who will build in 
your community and what will and will not be permitted 
by local ordinance. 

You have a right to be a part of it. That’s the American 
way.

Local teen named winner of national welding competition

They couldn’t hold a torch 
to him locally, now even the 
best in the country can’t touch 
him. 

Don Neilson, a 19-year-old 
Inkster resident and Wash- 
tenaw Community College 
(WCC) student, was recently 
named the finest secondary 
and post-secondary welder 
during national tournament 
activities in Louisville, Ky. 

Promoted by the 
Vocational-Industrial Clubs of 
America (VICA) organization, 
the June 21 26 skilled trades 
competition featured students 
from as far away as Alaska in a 
variety of crafts ranging from 
plumbing and masonry to culi- 
nary arts. 

The competition, Neilson 
said, called for a series of writ- 
ten and hands-on skills that 
tested a student’s knowledge of 
his/her chosen trade. Some 80 
students in welding divisions 
were handed a set of blue- 
prints and were expected to 
evaluate and complete the de- 
sign within a set time frame.

They also were asked to 
trouble-shoot a design accord- 
ing to instructions. 

Judges looked to see if com- 
petitors first understood the 
process, and secondly manu- 
factured the test design with 
appropriate and secure welds. 

Neilson learned the final 
day of competition that he had 
earned the judges approval 
and recognition as the most 
skilled student welder in the 
country. 

“I was pretty confident that 
I’d do well,” the William D. 
Ford Vo-Tech graduate said, 
“but I didn’t think I’d be the 
best. It feels really good.” 

The Inkster teen also re- 


cently joined with 100 Univer- 
sity of Michigan engineering, 
graphic and industrial design 
and business students in their 
group effort to build Maize and 
Blue, a solar-powered car that 
students had hoped was better 
and faster than Sunrunner , the 
original U of M solar-powered 
vehicle that won the 1990 Gen- 
eral Motors Sunrayce USA. 
Neilson was commissioned to 
perform welds on the brake 
pedal, motor and body mounts 
and the rack-and-pinion steer- 
ing column. Maue and Blue re- 
cently won the cross-country 
race by 90 minutes over its 
nearest competitor.

Westwood lawsuit contends: 

Mega-Athletic Conference in violation of Civil Rights Act 


Stressing that the newly-organized Mega 
Conference “diminishes its athletic potential to 
participate and compete”, the Westwood School 
District last week filed a complaint with the 
State of Michigan, the Department of Michigan, 
the Department of Civil Rights, under the Elliot- 
Larsen Act.

Stressing that the newly- 
organized Mega Conference 
“diminishes its athletic poten 
tial to participate and com 
pete”, the Westwood School 
District last week filed a com 
plaint with the State of Michi- 
gan, the Department of Civil 
Rights, under the Elliot- 
Larsen Act. 

Westwood, through attorney 
G. Daniel Ferrera, stated in a 
complaint that it has ex- 
hausted all other means and 
diplomatic approaches to per- 
suade the respondent (Mega 


Conference), as have other dis 
tricts similarly situated, to vol 
untarily permit Westwood to 
join the Mega Conference 
without avail. 

Westwood, made up of stu- 
dents from Inkster and Dear 
born Heights, has a student 
population of about 2,500. It 
becomes the second local 
school district that has filed a 
Civil Rights complaint against 
the Mega Conference, which is 
scheduled to begin competi- 
tion this fall. 

The Mega Conference Ath- 
letic League was originally 
proposed in 1991 and would 
bring together schools 23 


school districts which were af- 
filiated with the Wolverine “A” 
Conference, Tri-River and 
Northwest Suburban. How- 
ever, the newly-organized con- 
ference has only a small 


percentage of African- 
Americans in their school sys- 
tems. 

According to the student en- 
rollment when the league was 
created in 1992, the minority 


percentages are: Allen Park - 
.09 percentage; Belleville (.04); 
Crestwood (.04); Dearborn (.31); 
Garden City (2.55); Gibraltar 
(.34); Lincoln Park (.61); Melvin- 
dale (1.61); Redford Union 
(1.10); Southgate (.77); Taylor 
(7.42); South Redford (1.62); 
Wayne- Westland (10.07); Wood- 
haven (2.68)and Wyandotte 
(1.28). The percentage rates for 
Monroe and Dearborn Heights 
No. 7 are not available. 

In their rationale for the 
new conference and the 
merger, Mega Conference offi- 
cials said at the time that the 
new league would “increase 
parity within athletic competi- 


tion and possibly increase the 
number of league sports, that 
is, tennis, soccer, hockey and 
gymnastics - sports that some 
schools have difficulty filling 
rosters. They also stressed that 
the new league would expe- 
dite the process of obtaining 
Michigan High School Athletic 
Association officials as well as 
reduce the necessity for long 
distance travel. 

Local schools directly in- 
volved in the merger include 
Wayne Memorial and Be- 
lleville which have competed 
in the Wolverine “A” Confer-

Mark LaPointe, Canton 
High School varsity baseball 
coach with an enviable 22-12 
first season record and the 
Western Lakes Conference ti- 
tle under his belt, has re- 
signed the Chief’s top spot 
citing personal reasons. 

^he 42-year-old veteran 
"coach and Eastern Michigan 
University graduate offi- 
cially resigned June 18 after 
weeks of personal debate 
and internal conflict. 

“Coaching takes a lot from 
you,” LaPointe said recently, 
“my teaching (Central Middle 
School) was even suffering. 
You’re just constantly in mo- 
tion, and I needed to stop and 
spend more time with my 
family. It was a very tough de- 
cision. I actually sat down 
and wrote my resignation the 
last day of school.” 

LaPointe took over the 
Chiefs’ top baseball job from 
long-time coach Fred Crissey 
last year after 18 seasons as 
Crissey’s assistant. 

LaPointe also ran the 
Thurston High School (Red- 
ford Township) football pro- 
gram from 1980-83 and served 
as coach of the Catholic 
Youth Organization while at- 
tending Eastern Michigan as 
a starter for the Hurons foot 
ball team. 

This season the Chiefs un- 
expectedly racked up an im- 


pressive 22-12 record under 
the leadership of senior first 
baseman Michael Stafford, 
named to the All-State sec- 
ond team. 

Stafford also recently 
signed a national letter of in- 
tent to play with the Ohio 
State Buckeyes, one of two 
freshman on the reigning Big 
10 champion’s starting squad. 

“I’ll probably still coach at 
the middle school level or do 
some umpiring,” added La- 
Pointe. “But for right now I 
plan to continue teaching, do 
some neglected work around 
my home and spend time 
with the kids (ages 11 and 9). 
I’ll be busy all summer.” 

School officials have not 


announced a replacement 
and the position will be 
posted. 

However, the school dis- 
trict has tentatively sus- 
pended extra- curricular 
activities, including athle- 
tics, due to financial prob 
lems in the school district. 
The district is looking at a $5 
million deficit for the upcom- 
ing school year. 

The school board has de- 
cided to place a 4 mill tax in- 
crease on the Aug. 17 ballot. 
If approved by voters, the 
school board has promised to 
reinstate all of the activities 
they are presently content 
plating cutting. 



80 runners compete in

New cable television regulations may affect area programming

Current bargaining or rene- 
gotiation talks between cable 
firms, municipalities and ma- 
jor television networks across 
the country have been put on 
temporary hold until new laws 
regulating the cable industry 
are put into effect by Oct 6. 

“Everything’s come to a 
screeching halt until impact of 
the new regulations are 
worked out,” said Larry Mon- 
roe, whose New York firm 
Municon, is in the process of 
renegotiating an agreement 
with Omnicom cable, the local 
franchise servicing Canton 
viewers. The current 15- year 
contract with Canton expires 
in 1995. “We’re probably look- 
ing at September or October 
before the FCC (Federal Com- 
munications Commission) fig- 
ures out their own law. I can’t 
fault the (cable) industry for 
the delay, I’m sure they’d like 
to see what’s going to happen 
first” 

Monroe said the 500-plus 
page Cable Television Con- 
sumer Protection and Compe- 
tition Act, enacted into law in 
1992 despite former President 
George Bush’s veto, is so 
lengthy, and “often vague” that 
“even the FCC doesn’t know 
how to implement the act,” 
Monroe added. 

Aside regulating monthly 
cable rates, the cable act also 
mandates that broadcast sta- 
tions, locally including chan- 
nels 2, 4, 7, 50 and 20, choose 
between “must carry” status 
and “retransmission consent” 

Omnicom General Manager 
Lisa Boland said her firm has 
received notification that sev- 
eral Detroit stations would not 
seek automatic cable carriage, 
but would instead seek to re- 
negotiate a contract for car- 
riage that could include a 
monthly service fee to Omni- 
com. And because the Cable 
Aot prohibits cable firms from 
— ^passing retransmissions costs 
tq consumers, Boland said, 
“we may end up dropping ma- 
jor networks.” 

“The retransmission nego- 
tiations will likely cause more 
re-arranging of channels and 
may mean deletions of some of 
the networks,” Boland added. 
“We truly hope that these ne- 
gotiations do not lead to dele- 
tion of any broadcast channels 
from our line-up; however, we 
will be unable to continue (car- 
riage) without their consent” 

Three local television sta- 
tions, WXON, WGPR and 
WADL, have agreed not to 
charge for retransmission 
rights, Boland added. Drop- 
ping major networks would 
mean expansion of existing ca- 
ble programming to make up 
for the loss. 

“Some people are going to 
be thrilled (with added cable 
programs),” Boland said, “and 
some with basic cable pro- 
gramming are going to be obvi- 
ously angry. We just don’t know

what’s going to happen right 
now.” 

She said a final determina- 
tion, either way, will be made 
by mid- August, as Omnicom 
must notify viewers in writing 
of pending changes by Sept. 6, 
or 30 days before the Oct. 6 
deadline. 


Kay’elen Perry, general 
manager of Continental Ca 
blevision of Westland, said ul 
timately the Cable Act will 
“wind up costing (customers) 
more.” 

“As soon as extensive gov- 
ernment regulation, in this 
case we’re talking micro- 


management, steps in,” Perry 
said, “the customer winds up 
paying for it. When they (FCC) 
ask for millions of dollars 
(some $12 million) to adminis- 
ter the Act, you know it’s going 
to cost someone.” 

Perry said regulators have 
asked everv cable operator to 


submit worksheets outlining 
customer and operational 
costs. New viewer rates will be 
ordered based on the FCC 
findings. But that doesn’t mean 
customers necessarily will 
come out winners, Perry said. 

“If our rates are lower than 
FCC standards,” said Perry, 


“we may be forced tq raise 
them (monthly rates). This 
could be construed as sour 
grapes, but when the FCC es- 
tablishes rates we're going to 
abide by them. We always fig- 
ured government interference 
would cost more, and it looks 
like it will.”

2 more peppermace 
attacks are reported 

Vandals struck two separate De- 
troit Metro Airport hotels in recent 
weeks with peppermace attacks, ac- 
cording to hotel spokesmen.

Drugs, firearms and potential explosives were 
confiscated Wednesday in a major investigation 
by Westland police in conjunction with Romulus 
police, the federal Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms (ATF), the Michigan Bomb Squad 
and M-Set, a special group of area investigators, 
Westland police Sgt. Mike Gould said. 

Police and federal officials obtained a search 
warrant for a home on the 28000 block of Leroy 
Street in Romulus and around 10:30 a.m., 
searched the location finding cocaine, weapons, 
and two pipes, often used for making pipe bombs, 
Sgt. Tim Abramski said. Robert Green, a 39 year- 
old Romulus man, and his unidentified wife were 
arrested at the scene, Abramski said. 

“A sizable amount of cocaine, some weapons 
and explosive material were found at the loca- 
tion,” Gould said.

Green was arraigned Friday before Romulus 
34th District Judge William Szlinis on charges of 
possession with intent to sell cocaine more than 
225 grams, but less than 650 grams and carrying a 
concealed weapon in a motor vehicle. 

A plea of not guilty was entered and Green is 
being held on $200,000 cash bond. A preliminary 
examination was set for July 21 before 34th Dis- 
trict Judge Henry Zaborowski. Green’s wife was 
not charged in the incident. 


After searching the Romulus home, Westland 
police subsequently obtained two additional 
search warrants for a house in Sumpter Township 
and a storage facility in Belleville, Gould said. 

The lengthy investigation originated in West- 
land and searches were conducted from 6 a.m. to 
11 p.m. Wednesday, Gould said. 

Law enforcement officials found firearms and 
a small amount of cocaine during a search of a 
Sumpter Township house on the 45000 block of 
Harris Street, Gould said. No arrests were made 
at that location. 

Officials also searched a storage facility on the 
1900 block of Old Rawsonville Road in Belleville. 
No arrests were made, but firearms, narcotics 
and possible stolen property were found, Gould 
said. 

If convicted Green could faces 20 to 30 years in 
prison on the cocaine charge and up to five years 
imprisonment for the concealed weapon charge, 
Abramski said. 



Hero 

7-year-old pulls 
drowning toddler 
from family pool

Kyle Doudt received an early birthday gift 
this year - his life. 

Kyle, who will be 3 years old Wednesday, was 
pulled to safety from the family’s swimming 
pool by his 7-year-old cousin, Jesse James Sav- 
ille. 

“I would hate to think what would have hap- 
pened if Jesse had not been there,” said Ann 
Morantes, Jesse’s aunt. “This story probably 
would have had a tragic ending.” 

Morantes related the dramatic events that 
led to Jesse’s heroic actions. With temperatures 
climbing well into the 90s, the above- ground 
swimming pool at the Saville home in the 26000 
block of Morley Street in the northwest section 
of the city of Inkster has been attracting a great 
many neighborhood children. 

To get to the 4 to 5 feet deep water, young- 
sters have to climb onto a deck. And usually 
from there, it’s a jump into the refreshing cold 
water. 

On Tuesday, Kyle apparently watched as 
others dove from the sunbaked deck and he 
decided to try to do the same. He walked on to 
the deck without detection, then leaped into 
water. He immediately went under. Fortunately 


for the soon-to-be 3-year-old, would-be swim- 
mer his cousin saw what was happening and 
dove in after him. 

“We turned around and saw Kyle in Jesse’s 
arms,” said Morantes. 

Jesse had managed to grab Kyle as he was 
going under and hold him above water until an 
adult arrived on the scene. The child coughed 
up water for a couple of seconds, but otherwise 
he was all right, according to his aunt 


“He didn’t need to be hospitalized or any- 
thing like that,” Morantes added. 

In the meantime, Jesse, who loves water and 
has been swimming since he was 2, isn’t saying 
much. 

But you can bet that on Wednesday when 
Kyle’s cutting his birthday cake, Jesse will re- 
ceive a bigger than usual piece. 

It isn’t every day that a person is called a 
hero.

Fifteen men were arrested Tuesday night for 
attempting to buy sex from prostitutes in Inkster. 

Of the 15, nine also had their cars seized by 
Inkster police, and one area man also faces an 
additional charge of possession of marijuana, ac- 
cording to Inkster Detective Charles Hines. 

The men were picked up in the vicinity of a 
popular triple X-rated movie house on Michigan 
Avenue. 

“We had a couple of decoys out there,” Hines 
said, “and these guys would approach them and 
ask for sex. Those who were in cars, we confis- 
cated the vehicles and it’s going to cost them to 
get those cars back if they are found guilty.” 

The defendants were released on individual 


$200 bond^. 

The alleged incidents occurred in the Spring- 
hill Street-Michigan Avenue and Franklin Drive 
and Michigan Avenue area. 

Police Chief Terry Colwell said, “The depart- 
ment plans to conduct a series of sting operations 
during the summer aimed at getting prostitutes 
and their johns off the street. 

“I think the message is clear - that if you think 
you’re coming into the city of Inkster to find sex, 
you will be arrested. So, my advice to these peo- 
ple is to save your family from the humiliation 
and embarrassment of being incarcerated.” 

In the meantime, a prominent Inkster motel 
owner asked city council members to level the 
burned out shell of a building that attracts johns 
and prostitutes to the area. 

Charles Marleau, owner of the Bungalow Motel 


on Michigan Avenue, said that the fire-damage 
structure next to the motel is a haven for hookers 
and johns. 

“I look out of our window day-after day and see 
those hookers on the streets,” Marleau said. 
“They come on to our property and nothing is 
being done.” 

Marleau questioned the effectiveness of sting 
operations. 

“Why do we have these sting operations, any- 
way?” Marleau asked. “These women are ar- 
rested and they’re back on the streets hours later, 
bragging that they beat the system.” 

Marleau got his answer from Inkster council 
woman, Sheila Evans Greene, a retired Wayne 
County deputy. 

“It’s the system - it sucks.”

history both sides have faced a 
labor issue together, said UBC 
Local 1234 President Buck 
Walters. Violence and alleged 
arson of new structures utiliz- 
ing non-union laborers have 
typically highlighted past rela 
tionships between the two 
sides. 

“We’re assisting morally,” 
Walters said Thursday. “We’ve 
seen an effort (by builders) to 
break the (carpenters) union 
for almost a decade, and with 
that has been a general lower- 
ing of wages and quality. We 
want to send a message that 
workers are tired of allowing 
one or two people to make all 
the profit and everyone else is 
left with pennies and no bene- 
fits.” 

Toreson said since carpen- 
ters walked off the Glengarry 


site last Tuesday dozens of 
unionized tradesmen from sur- 
rounding new home sites have 
stopped by to show support 
and walk picket lines. 

“I know that for a bottle of 
wine and $50 I could catch a 
bullet for this,” Toreson half- 
jokingly said. “But you can 
only take so much. It was time 
for me to set my tools down 
and make a stand.” 

Builders representing 
Lenwa, Richard Lewiston and 
Pulte Homes did not return 
telephone inquires from The 
Associated Newspapers.

Police spokeswoman Tam 
mie Colling said strikers will 
be allowed to continue picket- 
ing “as long as they don’t inter 
fere with the flow of traffic.”

Private funding of 
school band, sports 
supported

To the editor: 

The idea of pay-for-play 
sports in the schools has sur- 
faced again. This time the edu- 
cation establishment and their 
monopoly unions are going to 
try to use it to force a massive 
tax increase down the throats 
of the property owners. Sports 
and band programs are rela- 
tively cheap compared to, say, 
teacher salaries or adininistra 
tion costs. The education es- 
tablishment know that sports 
and band are popular with 
many parents and with the 
kids. By threatening to cut 
these cheap but popular pro- 
grams, the education estab- 
lishment can enlist legions of 
sports and band boosters into 
the crusade for ever higher 
property taxes. If successful, 
the vast bulk of the tax in- 
crease will go to fund already 
bloated teacher salaries and 
further layers of administra- 
tion. 

Some athletic boosters 
seem to think that sports and 
band programs could be fi- 
nanced outside the school 
budget entirely. Many sports 
and band enthusiasts think 
that they could finance the 
programs by holding fund 
raisers, selling candy bars, and 
getting backing and support 
from local businesses. This 
idea has merit. However, the 
thought of private financing 
for sports and band terrifies 
the education monopoly and 
their unions. The threat of can- 
celing sports and band is one 
of the best tricks the education 
establishment has to get peo- 
ple to vote for financing the es- 
tablishment’s already bloated 
salary and benefit package. 
Without the threat of canceling 
sports and band, what is left? 
Little or nothing. 

By neutralizing the sports 
and band ploy, the education 
establishment will be forced to 
stand or fall on their own 
merits. Voters will be able to 
judge the public education 
monopoly on their perfor 
mance. Are they spending the 
tax money widely? Are the 
children being educated, or is 
school just a publicly financed 
baby sitting service? Do we re- 
ally want a millage increase 
for teacher salaries that are al 
ready well over $50,000 per 
year? What about the low test 
scores? 

The private funding of 
school ports and band is the 
best idea I have heard in 
years. I urge everyone to sup- 
port it. 


In the fall, the education 
monopoly will try again to get 
us to raise our property taxes 
by $6 to $7 million per year 
supposedly to keep sports and 
band. I say that is nonsense. 
For that kind of money, we 
could fly in the New York Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra to per- 
form at the football games. So 
buy a candy bar - you’ll save a 
bundle on your next tax bill, 
plus you’ll force the public ed- 
ucation monopoly to get real in 
their tax demands on our cash 
poor community.

that’s why they have respira- 
tory problems.” 

Today, doctors now have the 
ability to give premature 
babies surfactant through a 
tube which increases the sur- 
vival of small babies, accord- 
ing to Malone. 

‘‘Basically when you have a 
baby who is 28 weeks, roughly 
about 1,000 grams which is a 
little over 2 pounds, five years 
ago more than half of those 
babies died, and now 80 to 85 



Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne recently had two new 
arrivals, but they each weigh a 
little more than 8 pounds. 

The hospital has officially 
opened a state-certified Neo- 
natal Intensive Care unit with 
Dr. Thomas Malone acting as 
the corporate director of Neo- 
natalogy. 

Malone joined Annapolis 
June 14. As a neonatologist, he 
specializes in the study and 
care of newborn infants up to 6 
weeks of age. 

The birth of the new facility 
is geared toward reducing in- 
fant mortality rates in the 
western Wayne County area as 
well as offering parents en- 
hanced technology and conve- 
nience. 

“Basically when you get into 
trouble with babies it’s during 
the delivery process, and you 
are not expecting a problem,” 
Malone said. “Or, when a 
mother is high risk, and you 
are expecting a problem so the 
team is ready. 

“The facilities here are 
geared up for providing emer- 
gency services to stabilize any 
baby who is sick during the de- 
livery process whether you are 
expecting it or not.” 

The Neonatal unit also has 
advanced equipment and ma- 
chinery for personnel to stabi- 
lize and take care of the baby 
once the infant is born. 

“Probably one of the more 
common things we see are pre- 
mature births, and no one re- 
ally knows the reason for 
prematurity,” Malone said. 


“But, that is a more frequent 
reason for getting admitted 
into the intensive care unit. 

“And, because of pre- 
maturity, they tend to have res- 
piratory problems so you can 
support them with oxygen or 
with a ventilator.” 

A recent study on infant 
mortality rates indicates they 
are influenced directly by so- 
cioeconomic factors such as 
unemployment, the number of 
households below the poverty 
line, access to prenatal care 
and the number of high-risk 
pregnancies. 

High-risk pregnancies can 
occur to women under 18 years 
old, women who smoke, drink 
or use illegal substances or 
women with pre-existing medi- 
cal conditions such as dia- 
betes, hypertension, genetic 
conditions or HIV. 

“We can handle almost any 
problem in the immediate 
newborn period,” Malone said. 
“And, respiratory problems, in 
general, are the more common 
thing that we see.” 


Michigan has the eighth 
highest infant mortality rate 
(IMR) in the nation. The Wayne 
County IMR was 8.4 per 1,000 
births in 1991. 

The City of Wayne had 324 
births in 1991 with four result- 
ing in death. The Wayne IMR 
was 12.4 per 1,000 births in 
1991. 

Has technology and educa- 
tion really improved the IMR 
within the last two decades? 

“The first major accom- 
plishment over the years was 
ventilators that can ventilate 
babies, put them on support 
for artificial ventilation with 
high enough pressures they 
need in order to sustain life,” 
Malone said. “That was the 
first advance that happened in 
the 1970s. 

“The thing that has hap- 
pened more recently and has 
really made a difference is the 
availability of surfactant 
which is the chemical in the 
lungs which keeps the lungs 
open. Premature babies are 
deficient in surfactant, and 


percent of those babies are 
surviving on the average na- 
tionally,” Malone said. 

The Neonatal Intensive 
Care unit consists of two 
rooms. The facility has the 
ability to take care of 10 inten- 
sive care babies at one time. 

“When we get up to 10 
babies, the two rooms will be 
used where the sicker kids will 
be in one room, and the more 
intermediate kids will be in 
the other room.” 

Construction on the unit be- 
gan in 1991 and was completed 
in 1992. The goal was to facili- 
tate the needs of the surround- 
ing communities, according to 
Charles Bruhn, vice president 
and administrator for An- 
napolis. 

“What we looked at was two 
stand points with one being 
the community need and what 
is currently going on with the 
infant mortality rate,” Bruhn 
said. “We also wanted to pro- 
vide a comprehensive service 
that would allow the mother to 
have her baby here in a conve-

nient setting.” 

Annapolis is the second 
hospital within the Oakwood 
health care system to establish 
a Neonatal Intensive Care 
unit, according to Bruhn. Oak- 
wood Hospital also houses 
similar technology to An- 
napolis in a more enhanced 
setting. 

“What Oakwood is trying to 
do is provide the services that 
are available at Oakwood Hos- 
pital at Annapolis,” Malone 
said. “Both will be used to sort 
of mesh. For instance, if Oak- 
wood is busy and needs some 
extra beds, and Annapolis can 
handle those children, then 
they will be sent here. 

Malone said both hospitals 
will be able to cater to the 
needs of the patients. 


“The other thing too is the 
resources you need for this 
kind of a program are very 
scarce,” Bruhn said. “Neo- 
natologists are difficult to find. 
We’re very proud to have Dr. 
Malone heading this. The 
other advantage to our ap- 
proach is we can collectively 
offer much more than one type 
of facility.” 

Westland resident Cindy 
Bobin is very pleased with the 
new Neonatal unit. She re- 
cently had her first child, Paul, 
who was born prematurely, 10 
weeks early, at 3 pounds, 5 
ounces June 12. 

“It’s really wonderful here,” 
Bobin said. “I live 2 1/2 miles 
away, and it has been very con- 
venient. Everyone is excellent 
here.”

Who are these people and 
where do they come from? 

We're talking about Lexus' 
design and engineering team 
that put together the latest edi- 
tion to the luxury automakers 
1993 line-up the GS 300. Get 
real. 

This sophisticated four-door 
sedan, featuring a (I say) 
Mercedes-like low-ground ef- 
fect, distinctive high rear-end 
look (Lexus says Italian - like 
because of the preliminary 
model design submitted by 
Giorgetto Giugiaro) coupled 
with the best interior and ride 
Japanese car builders have to 
offer, is simply one of the finest 
vehicles on the road today. 

Powered by a twin-cam 24 
valve V6 boasting some 220 
horsepower, or 0- 60 in 8.5 sec- 


onds, GS 300 also offers the ad 
ded luxury of reasonable 
mileage at around 20 mpg (of 
course, if you can write a 
check for $40,000 who cares). 
Personally, this may be the mi- 
nority view\ GS 300 powder is 
ample enough for smooth high- 
way blending speeds, but less 
heart-stopping than crushing 
Northstar V8 power offered by 
Seville STS and Eldorado. If 
you w ant a gut-wrencher, buy a 
Corvette. Once again, only an 
opinion. 

Double wishbone suspen- 
sion, plus engine, power steer 
ing, differential and added 
suspension subframe mount- 
ing, further enhance a ride 
that “elegant" (Toyota’s word) 
best sums up, even on unpaved 
back roads.
